We carry a complete stock of flower seeds at all times, putting up our packages from fresh seed as 
they are needed. Should you desire a flower that is not listed in this catalog, write us, and if we haven’t it in 
stock we will endeavor to obtain it for you from a reliable source. 


Tender or Greenhouse means the plant will not stand 
the least frost. All such must be planted late in spring 
(May) or in a greenhouse. 

Half Hardy means the plant will stand any light fro3t, 
but needs protection against very cold weather. These 
should be planted in the spring (March and April), not in 
the fall. 

Hardy means the plant will stand considerable frost, dr 
practically all we have On the Pacific Coast. These may be 
planted in the fall or in the spring (October to May). If 
sown in the fall they will come into bloom earlier than if 
sown in spring, even if the plants do not make much 
progress during the cola weather. 

Annuals are plants that bloom in the first year from 
seed, and the plant dies after one season. Tender annuals 
must be sown in spring (April to June) and hardy annuals 
may be sown in either spring or fall (October to May). 

Biennials are plants that bloom the second year from 
seed, and plant dies after blooming. In California, many of 
these will bloom the first year if sown early. Sow under 
same conditions as perennials. 

Perennials are plants that bloom the second year from 
seed, and the plant lives and blooms during successive 
years. If sown in early spring (February to April 15) many 
perennials will bloom the first year from seed. Tender and 
half-hardy perennials are best sown in spring after frost 
is over (April 15 to June). Hardy perennials are best sown 
in late summer and early fall (July to October) for next 
year’s flowers. 


ABRONIA 

(SAND VERBENA) UMBELLATA —- Annual of low 
growing habit. The plant is easily grown from seed planted 
in spring or fall and thrives very well in sandy places.

PETUNIAS 

There are marvelous possibilities in home garden Pe¬ 
tunia growing. Many new and improved types may be 
trained in interesting form on lattice, pillars, mass bed¬ 
ding, etc. The culture of Petunias is simple. Seeds may be 
planted from September to March in cold frames or boxes. 
Equal parts of loam soil and fine river sand provides a 
good seed bed. - 

Broadcast seeds on the surface and sift fme sand to 
barely cover the seed. Water with a fine fog spray. A 
covering of glass will assist in holding the moisture until 
seeds are germinated and should be removed to give seed¬ 
lings fresh air and to harden them. Do not expose the very 
young seedlings to hot sun, but give them plenty of light 
and air the first few days after germination. A cloth 
screen is sufficient protection. The very best strains of 
Petunias will produce a small percentage of inferior flow¬ 
ers, and the smaller plants often produce the best flowers; 
therefore, plants should be taken as they come.

Preparation and Care of Lawns 


The proper preparation of the ground in starting a 
new lawn is essential. This is too often neglected. The 
ground should be deeply ploughed, or spaded deep 
enough to leave a bed of loose earth 4 to 6 inches deep. 
This should be thoroughly pulverized and raked, remov¬ 
ing all sticks, roots and stones. After getting the ground 
perfectly smooth, put on an application of Vigoro at the 
rate of 4 pounds to 100 square feet. DO NOT USE STA¬ 
BLE MANURE; it is unsightly, and is also a hotbed of 
weed seeds and worms, the very thing to be guarded 
against in laying a foundation for a pretty lawn. We 
recommend a thick seeding, sowing the seed at the rate 
of 1 pound to the 200 square feet (100 to 120 pounds to 
the acre). The land should then be gone over with a 
heavy roller, or the seed raked in thoroughly with a 
small hand-rake. The best months for seeding a lawn 


in this section are February, March, April, September 
and October. Let the grass get a staid of 4 inches be¬ 
fore cutting, as too early cutting retards growth; after 
this cut every 10 days. During dry weather it should 
be watered frequently in the evenings to get the best 
results. 

The best method to renew an old lawn in which the 
grass is thin and bare in spots, is to go over the lawn 
loosening the soil thoroughly with a sharp hand-rake. 
Then sow the seed, after which it is best to roll the 
ground, covering the seed in this way. It is best also 
to do this after the grass has been cut and just after 
a good rain. If this is done in the spring and fall your 
lawn will be kept thick and flourishing. 

A top dressing of Vigoro in the early spring and 
fall is also very beneficial to old lawns already estab¬ 
lished.

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In making up this catalog we have endeavored to limit the varieties to those that have proven themselves in this 
locality. In doing this we have omitted many novelties and unproven varieties. We know that experiments are costly 
and will assist any of our friends in making the proper selections for their territory. 

ARTICHOKES 

The best way to get a good artichoke is to secure 
plants from old stalks of some good strain, as seeds can¬ 
not be depended upon to produce any certain variety. One- 
half dozen is enough for a family garden. 

Transplant five feet apart in rows seven feet apart. 
When the young plants are attacket by aphis spray with 
“Black Leaf 40.” About the time the buds are well ad¬ 
vanced the under leaves become a harbor for flies and 
aphis and ants.

CELERY 

Celery seed should be sown indoors from February 
20th to April 20th, or outdoors in April, Cover lightly, keep 
the beds moist, almost to wetness, and the temperature 
should not exceed sixty degrees. Outdoors it is sometimes 
necessary to furnish partial shade with lattice work that 
admits about half the sunlight. Keep the small plants well 
watered and free from weeds. Transolant when four inches 
high, cutting off the tops as well as'part of the roots. The 
soil must be rich and moist or else water should be avail¬ 
able for irrigation. Transplant the last of June or first of 
July, although it is sometimes possible to mature a crop 
set out as late as the middle of August. In setting, dig 
trenches 5 inches deep, 2 feet apart. Plant 1 foot apart 
along both sides of trench. Water often and keep the 
weeds down by cultivation and hoeing. Blanching is done 
by heaping up with soil or with two wide boards placed on 
each side of the rows and held in place by stakes or wire 
hoops at the top. The latter method is necessary when 
blanching in hot weather for the early market. Be careful 
not to disturb the plants while wet, as this increases the 
tendency to rust

ONION 

Onions are extremely hardy and will grow in any soil. 
No special knowledge or care is required, providing the 
soil is kept loose, and naturally onions, like anything else, 
will do better in good rich soil, well drained.

1st to October 1st. Transplant when they are as large as 
lead pencils 5 inches apart in rows 15 inches apart during 
December and January, as the plants will be large enough 
by that time.

Red in July. A large percentage of the onions are grown 
along the rivers on bottom land and the seed is sown in 
December and January, drilled in rows 16 to 18 inches 
apart and later thinned to about 4 inches apart.

LADING CLOVER 

THE NEW PASTURE CROP 

Probably you have been hearing or reading a lot lately 
about Ladino Clover. Although it is a comparatively new 
arrival on the Pacific slope, it is already very popular as 
a dairy pasture crop, particularly in California and Oregon. 

ADVANTAGES OF LADING CLOVER
